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OUR  FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS,  1892-1901. 


TRADE  OF  1901. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1901  foreign  countries  purchased  American 
farm  produce  to  the  value  of  $952,000,000,  these  figures  representing 
decidedly  the  largest  agricultural  exports  in  our  history.  Compared 
with  the  record  for  1900  they  show  an  increase  of  over  $100,000,000. 

Our  agricultural  imports,  on  the  other  hand,  disclose  a  considerable 
falling  off  when  contrasted  with  the  trade  of  the  year  preceding.  The 
various  products  of  agriculture  received  from  foreign  sources  during 
1901  had  an  aggregate  value  of  only  $392,000,000,  or  $28,000,000  less 
than  in  1900. 

In  comparison  with  the  value  of  our  agricultural  imports  that  of 
our  agricultural  exports  shows  the  exceptionally  large  excess  of 
$560,000,000. 

The  relative  importance  of  farm  products  in  our  export  trade  was 
considerably  increased  during  1901,  such  products  comprising  in  that 
year  65.2  per  cent  of  the  merchandise  sent  abroad,  while  in  1900  they 
comprised  only  61.6  per  cent.  In  the  case  of  our  import  trade,  how- 
ever, the  proportion  that  farm  products  formed  of  the  total  was  less 
in  1901  than  in  1900,  falling  during  the  two  years  from  49.4  per  cent 
to  47.6  per  cent. 

SUMMARY  STATEMENT  OF  IMPORTS  AND  EXPORTS. 

The  extent  to  which  the  imports  and  exports  of  the  United  States 
consisted  of  products  of  agriculture,  and  the  excess  of  agricultural 
exports  over  agricultural  imports,  during  each  fiscal  year  from  1892 
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to  1901,  inclusive,  will  be  seen  from  the  official1  statistics  presented 
in  the  following  summary  statement:

OMISSION  OF  HAWAIIAN  AND  PORTO  RICAN  TRADE. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  our  import  and  export  trade  with  Hawaii  and 
Porto  Rico  was  not  included,  as  previously,  in  the  foreign  commerce 
returns  of  the  United  States  for  1901,  a  comparison  of  the  statistics 
for  that  year  and  the  }Tear  preceding  is  not  altogether  satisfactory. 
To  make  an  accurate  comparison  of  our  total  agricultural  imports  and 
exports  for  1901  and  the  year  before,  the  1901  figures  should  be 
increased  to  the  extent  of  our  trade  with  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  but 
unfortunately  complete  statistics  as  to  the  value  of  the  products  of 
agriculture  exchanged  in  that  trade  during  1901  are  not  to  be  had. 
In  1900  our  agricultural  imports  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  were 
valued  at  about  $24,000,000  and  our  agricultural  exports  to  those 
islands  at  about  $5,000,000.  From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  imports  were  decidedly  more  important  than  the  exports,  and  yet 
the  products  received  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  comprised  in  value 
only  about  5  per  cent  of  our  total  agricultural  imports. 

LEADING  AGRICULTURAL  IMPORTS. 

Named  in  the  order  of  their  importance,  the  Leading  items  among 
our  agricultural  imports  for  1901  were  sugar,  coffee,  hides  and  skins, 
silk,  vegetable  fibers,  fruits  and  nuts,  tobacco,  wool,  tea.  w  ines,  cocoa, 
vegetable  oils,  distilled  spirits,  seeds,  vegetables,  and  spices.  The 
combined  value  of  these  16  items  amounted  to  about  $358,000,000,  or

more  than  90  per  cent  of  the  valuation  placed  upon  our  total  import 
trade  in  products  of  agriculture. 

As  certain  of  our  agricultural  imports,  more  particularly  sugar, 
molasses,  coffee,  fruits,  tobacco,  and  hides  and  skins,  are  received  to  a 
considerable  extent  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  the  exclusion  of  sta- 
tistics in  reference  to  our  trade  with  those  islands  in  1901  materially 
affects  any  comparison  of  such  imports  for  that  year  and  for  1900.  In 
order  to  make  an  exact  comparison  it  would  be  necessary  to  add  to  the 
figures  for  1901  the  quantity  and  value  of  our  Hawaiian  and  Porto 
Rican  purchases,  but  unfortunately  the  necessary  statistics  are  not  in 
all  cases  available. 

SUGAR. 

The  quantity  of  sugar  imported  into  the  United  States  during  1901, 
exclusive  of  that  received  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  was  3,975,005,840 
pounds,  valued  at  $90,487,800.  In  addition  to  these  imports,  690,880,832 
pounds,  worth  $27,094,095,  were  furnished  by  Hawaii  and  142,774,452 
pounds,  worth  $4,924,694,  by  Porto  Rico,  making  our  total  imports  of 
sugar  from  all  sources  decidedly  larger  than  in  1900,  although  on  the 
face  of  the  returns  the  figures  for  1901,  because  of  the  omission  of 
Hawaiian  and  Porto  Rican  sugar,  show  an  apparent  falling  off  of 
43,080,690  pounds  in  quantity  and  $9,763,174  in  value.  Our  imports 
of  sugar  during  1900,  including  receipts  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico, 
amounted  to  4,018,086,530  pounds,  the  value  being  $100,250,974.  In 
1901  the  average  import  price  of  all  sugars  imported  into  the  United 
States,  except  those  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  was  2.3  cents  per 
pound,  as  compared  with  2.5  cents  per  pound  in  1900. 

COFFEE. 

Our  imports  of  coffee  increased  to  a  marked  extent  during  1901,  the 
quantity  received  from  all  sources,  except  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico, 
amounting  to  854,871,310  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $62,861,399.  Ac- 
cording to  these  figures  there  was  a  gain  of  66,879,399  pounds  in 
quantity  and  $10,393,456  in  value  over  the  total  receipts  for  1900, 
which  were  reported  at  787,991,911  pounds,  worth  $52,467,943.  Aside 
from  the  imports  regularly  recorded  for  1901,  2,119,540  pounds,  worth 
$239,313,  were  received  from  Hawaii  and  31,333  pounds,  worth  $4,528, 
from  Porto  Rico,  making  the  actual  increase  for  that  year  even  larger 
than  that  shown  by  the  general  returns.  The  average  annual  import 
price  rose  from  6.7  cents  per  pound  in  1900  to  7.4  cents  per  pound  in 
1901. 

HIDES  AND  SKINS. 

In  the  importation  of  hides  and  skins  there  was  a  decided  falling 
off  during  1901,  the  returns  for  that  year  showing  receipts  of  only 
280,909,837  pounds,  worth  $48,220,013,  as  against  345,934,778  pounds, 
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worth  $57,935,698,  in  1000.  According-  to  these  returns,  which  for 
1901  are  exclusive  of  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  the  decline  in  quantity 
amounted  to  65,024,911  pounds  and  the  decline  in  value  to  $9,715,685. 
In  the  average  annual  import  price  of  hides  and  skins  there  was  an 
advance  from  16.7  cents  per  pound  in  1900  to  17.2  cents  per  pound  in 
1901. 

Goatskins. — Of  the  hides  and  skins  imported  during"  1901  a  consid- 
erable portion  consisted  of  goatskins,  the  receipts  of  this  article 
amounting  to  78,745,596  pounds,  worth  $20,577,033.  Compared  with 
the  record  for  1900,  when  81,998,818  pounds,  valued  at  $21,987,674, 
were  imported,  the  figures  for  1901  show  a  decline  of  8,253,222 
pounds  in  quantity  and  $1,410,641  in  value.  The  average  annual 
import  price  of  goatskins  rose  during  the  two  years  from  26.8  cents  to 
27. 9  cents  per  pound. 

Hides  of  cattle. — There  was  also  a  falling  off  in  our  imports  of  cat- 
tle hides,  the  record  for  1901  being  129,174,621  pounds,  worth 
$14,647,413,  as  against  163,865,165  pounds,  worth  $19,408,217,  for 
1900.  In  quantity  there  was  a  decrease  of  34,690,511  pounds  and  in 
value  one  of  $4,760,804.  While  the  average  annual  import  price  of 
goatskins  advanced,  that  of  cattle  hides  declined,  dropping  from  11.8 
cents  per  pound  in  1900  to  11.3  cents  per  pound  in  1901. 

SILK. 

Our  imports  of  silk  fell  off  during  1901  to  the  extent  of  2,668,163 
pounds  in  quantity  and  $15,278,395  in  value.  The  receipts  for  that 
year  were  recorded  at  10,405,555  pounds,  worth  $30,051,365,  while  in 
1900  there  was  a  record  of  13,073,7ls  pounds,  worth  $45,329,760.  A 
decline  from  $3.47  to  $2.89  per  pound  in  the  average  annual  import 
price  made  the  falling  off  in  value  much  more  marked  than  that  in 
quantity. 

VEGETABLE  FIBERS. 

Of  vegetable  fibers  there  were  imports  during  1901  amounting  in 
value  to  $29,720,334,  or  $4,614,416  less  than  the  figures  for  1900, 
which  were  recorded  at  $34,334,750.  Sisal  grass,  Manila  hemp,  cot- 
ton, and  jute  were  the  principal  varieties  imported. 

Sisal  grass. — The  quantity  of  sisal  grass  imported  in  1901  was  smaller 
by  6,845  tons  than  in  the  }Tear  preceding.  The  annual  import  records 
show  a  decline  in  the  two  years  from  7<i.l>21  tons  to  70.076  tons. 
Owing  to  a  marked  drop  in  the  annual  import  price,  which  fell  from 
$153.17  to  $113.77  per  ton,  the  decline  in  value  was  still  more  decided, 
the  1901  record  amounting  to  only  $7,972,564,  as  against  $11,782,263 
for  1900,  a  loss  of  $3,809,<;,.»,.t. 

Manila  hemp. — Our  imports  of  Manila  hemp,  all  of  which  come 
directly  or  indirectly  from  tin1  Philippine  Islands,  showed  a  slight  gain 
in  quantity  during  the  past  year,  but  a  decline  in  value.    The  amount 
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imported  increased  from  42,624  tons  in  1900  to  43,735  tons  in  1901,  a 
gain  of  1,111  tons,  while  the  value  of  the  consignments  received  fell 
from  $7,172,368  in  the  former  year  to  $7,115,446  in  the  latter,  a  decline 
of  $56,922.  The  falling  off  in  value  was  due  to  a  smaller  import  price, 
the  average  for  1901  being  $162.69  per  ton,  as  compared  with  $168.27 
per  ton  for  1900. 

Cotton. — In  the  importation  of  foreign  cotton,  most  of  which  comes 
from  Egypt,  there  was  a  rather  marked  decline,  the  quantity  received 
falling  from  67,398,521  pounds  in  1900  to  46,631,283  pounds  in  1901, 
while  the  value  dropped  from  $7,960,945  to  $6,787,828.  The  decrease 
in  quantity  amounted  to  20,767,238  pounds  and  that  in  value  to 
$1,173,117.  The  annual  import  price  per  pound  averaged  14.6  cents 
for  1901,  as  compared  with  only  11.8  cents  for  1900,  showing  a  decided 
advance. 

Jute. — Our  imports  of  jute,  including  jute  butts,  increased  from 
102,693  tons,  worth  $3,956,413,  in  1900  to  103,140  tons,  worth 
$4,412,482,  in  1901.  The  quantity  imported  showed  a  gain  of  447 
tons  and  the  value  one  of  $456,069.  An  advance  from  $38.53  to  $42.78 
per  ton  in  the  average  annual  import  price  contributed  largely  to  the 
marked  increase  in  value. 

FRUITS  AND  NUTS. 

Fruits  and  nuts  were  imported  to  the  value  of  $19,586,703  in  1901, 
as  compared  with  $19,263,592  in  1900,  the  increase  amounting  to 
$323,111.  Fruits  formed  the  principal  part  of  these  imports,  having 
a  value  of  $16,284,758  in  1900  and  $16,317,848  in  1901.  The  varieties 
imported  most  extensively  were  bananas  and  lemons. 

Bananas. — Of  bananas  there  were  imports  in  1901  worth  $6,550,186. 
Compared  with  the  value  for  1900,  which  amounted  to  $5,877,835, 
these  figures  disclose  a  gain  of  $672,351. 

Lemons.—  Our  lemon  imports  in  1901  were  considerably  smaller 
than  in  the  year  preceding,  showing  a  decline  from  160,198,056  pounds 
to  148,514,614  pounds,  while  the  value  fell  from  $3,666,881  to 
$3,516,856.  The  falling  off  in  quantity  amounted  to  11,683,442 
pounds  and  that  in  value  to  $150,025.  The  average  annual  import 
price  for  1900  was  2.3  cents  per  pound  and  that  for  1901  2.4  cents 
per  pound. 

TOBACCO. 

Tobacco  was  imported  during  1901  to  the  extent  of  26,851,253 
pounds,  or  7,231,626  pounds  in  excess  of  the  receipts  for  1900,  which 
amounted  to  19,619,627  pounds.  In  the  value  of  the  imports  there 
was  an  advance  from  $13,297,223  to  $16,290,387,  making  a  gain  of 
$2,993,164.  The  average  annual  import  price  fell  during  the  two 
years  from  67.8  cents  to  60.7  cents  per  pound. 

WOOL. 

In  the  quantity  of  wool  imported  there  was  a  decided  falling  off 
during  1901,  the  receipts  for  that  year  amounting  to  only  103,583,505 
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pounds,  as  against  155,928,455  pounds  for  1900.  The  value  of  the 
imports  meanwhile  fell  from  $2<i,26o.<)36  to  £12.529,881.  Thedecrease 
in  quantity  amounted  to  52,344,950  pounds  and  that  in  value  to 
$7,731,055.  In  the  average  annual  import  price  there  was  a  decline 
from  13  cents  per  pound  in  1900  to  12.1  cents  per  pound  in  1901. 

TEA. 

Our  purchases  of  tea  in  1901  amounted  to  89,800.4.")?)  pounds,  exceed- 
ing by  4,961,346  pounds  the  imports  for  1900,  which  were  recorded  at 
84,845,107  pounds.  The  total  import  value  advanced  during  the  two 
years  from  Slo.558.110  to  $11,017,876,  a  gain  of  $459,766.  In  1901 
the  import  price  averaged  12.3  cents  per  pound,  as  compared  with  12.4 
cents  per  pound  in  1900. 

WINES. 

The  wines  imported  into  the  United  States  during  1901  had  a  total 
value  of  $8. 219, 236.  This  sum  was  $797,741  larger  than  the  value 
recorded  for  1900,  which  amounted  to  $7,421,495. 

COCOA. 

Of  cocoa  we  imported  during  1901  46,901.356  pounds,  worth 
$6,761,669,  as  compared  with  only  42,759,240  pounds,  worth  $5,970,844, 
during  1900.  There  was  an  increase  of  4.142.116  pounds  in  the  size  of 
the  imports  and  one  of  $790,825  in  their  value.  The  average  annual 
import  price  advanced  from  14  cents  to  14.4  cents  a  pound. 

VEGETABLE  OILS. 

Our  imports  of  vegetable  oils  for  1901  were  valued  at  $6,647,858. 
In  comparison  with  the  value  for  1900,  which  amounted  to  $6,320,711, 
these  figures  show  a  gain  of  $327,147. 

DISTILLED  SPIRITS. 

The  amount  of  distilled  spirits  imported  rose  during  1901  to  2,S77,556 
proof  gallons,  outstripping  by  395,536  proof  gallons  the  importations 
of  the  year  before,  which  were  recorded  at  2.4^2.U2<>  proof  gallons. 
In  value  the  imports  increased  $552,318.  advancing  during  the  two 
years  from  $3,609,831  to  $4.16^.  14!».  The  annual  import  price  aver- 
aged the  same  in  1901  as  in  the  year  before,  amounting  to  $1.45  per 
proof  gallon. 

SEEDS. 

Our  imports  of  seeds  showed  a  marked  increase  in  L901,  reaching 
a  value  of  $4,039,194,  while  the  value  recorded  for  1900  was  only 
11,795,048.    There  was  a  gain  of  $2,244,146. 

VEGETABLES. 

Vegetables  were  imported  during  1901  to  the  value  of  $3,719,679, 
or  $784,602  in  excess  of  the  record  for  1900,  which  amounted  to 
$2,935,077. 
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SPICES. 


Of  spices,  35,211,737  pounds  were  imported  in  1901,  the  value  being 
$3,563,109.  As  compared  with  the  figures  for  1900,  when  38,815,615 
pounds,  worth  $3,101,265,  were  imported,  there  was  a  decrease  of 
3,633,878  pounds  in  quantity  and  a  gain  of  $161,814  in  value.  The 
larger  value  is  accounted  for  by  a  marked  advance  in  the  average 
annual  import  price,  which  rose  during  the  two  years  from  8.8  cents 
to  10,1  cents  per  pound.

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LEADING  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS. 

During- 1901,  for  the  first  time  in  several  years,  our  exports  of  cot- 
ton exceeded  in  value  our  exports  of  breadstuff's.  After  cotton  and 
breadstuff's,  which  held  the  first  and  second  places  in  our  agricultural 
export  trade,  meat  products  formed  the  largest  item.  Additional 
exports  of  leading  importance,  named  in  the  order  of  their  value, 
were  live  animals,  tobacco,  vegetable  oils,  oil  cake  and  oil-cake  meal, 
fruits  and  nuts,  dairy  products,  and  seeds.  The  10  items  mentioned 
comprised  in  value  nearly  97  per  cent  of  our  total  shipments  of  farm 
produce  for  1901. 

Following  is  a  table  that  exhibits  the  export  value  in  1900  and  1901 
of  each  of  the  10  items  under  consideration,  and  shows  the  amount  of 
increase  or  decrease  in  the  latter  year  as  compared  with  the  former:

In  comparing  the  export  statistics  of  1900  and  1901  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  figures  for  the  latter  year,  unlike  those  for  the 
former,  do  not  include  our  shipments  to  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico.  As 
our  agricultural  exports  to  these  islands  are  comparatively  small, 
however,  the  omission  is  not  so  important  as  that  made  in  the  records 
of  the  import  trade.  During  1900,  as  has  already  been  shown,  only 
about  $5,000,000  worth  of  farm  produce  was  sent  to  Hawaii  and  Porto 
Rico,  that  sum  forming  less  than  1  per  cent  of  our  total  agricultural 
exports.  Complete  statistics  as  to  the  value  of  the  agricultural 
products  shipped  to  these  islands  in  1901  are  not  available. 

COTTON. 

Owing  to  the  high  price  of  cotton  dining  the  past  year  our  ship- 
ments of  that  product  brought  an  unusually  large  return,  the  total 
export  value  of  $315,105,0-17  exceeding  all  prior  records.  The  gain 
over  the  value  for  1900,  which  was  reported  at  624±9SV.*78.  amounted 
to  $72,116,069.  In  1901  there  was  an  average  export  price  of  9.4 
cents  per  pound  as  .compared  with  only  7.8  cents  per  pound  in  1900. 
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The  increase  in  the  quantity  exported,  while  not  so  marked  as  the 
gain  in  value,  was  nevertheless  considerable,  the  shipments  advancing 
during  the  two  years  from  3,126,225,588  pounds  to  3,359,062,360 
pounds.  The  exports  for  1901  were  232,836,772  pounds  larger  than 
those  for  the  year  preceding. 

BREADSTUFFS. 

During  1901  the  United  States  sent  to  foreign  markets  breadstuffs 
having  a  total  value  of  $275,594,618.  These  figures  represent  the 
highest  value  recorded  since  the  extraordinary  shipments  of  1898. 
Compared  with  the  value  for  1900,  which  amounted  to  $262,744,078, 
they  show  a  gain  of  $12,850,540. 

The  growth  of  our  export  trade  in  breadstuffs  for  1901  was  due  to 
increased  shipments  of  wheat.  Our  exports  of  corn,  which  in  1900 
had  a  higher  value  than  those  of  wheat,  showed  a  considerable  decline 
during  1901.  Oats,  barley,  and  rye  were  also  shipped  less  extensively 
in  the  latter  year. 

Wheat. — Our  exports  of  wheat  in  1901  amounted  to  132,060,667 
bushels,  having  a  value  of  $96,771,743.  Compared  with  the  record 
for  1900,  when  shipments  amounting  to  101,950,389  bushels  and  valued 
at  $73,237,080  were  reported,  the  figures  for  1901  exhibit  a  gain  of 
30,110,278  bushels  in  quantity  and' $23, 534, 663  in  value.  The  average 
annual  export  price  rose  during  the  two  years  from  71.8  cents  to  73.3 
cents  per  bushel. 

Wheat  flour. — While  our  exports  of  wheat  increased  to  a  marked 
extent  in  1901,  the  quantity  of  wheat  flour  sent  abroad  during  that 
year  was  somewhat  less  than  in  the  year  before.  Our  flour  shipments 
declined  from  18,699,194  barrels  in  1900  to  18,650,979  barrels  in  1901, 
a  loss  of  48,215  barrels.  Owing  to  a  decided  advance  in  the  export 
price,  however,  this  decrease  in  quantity  was  accompanied  by  a  gain 
of  $1,698,410  in  value.  The  exports  for  1901  were  worth  $69,459,296 
and  those  for  1900  only  $67,760,886.  In  the  average  annual  export 
price  there  was  an  advance  from  $3.62  to  $3.72  per  barrel. 

Converted  into  its  equivalent  in  grain,  the  flour  marketed  abroad 
during  1901  was  equal  to  83,929,406  bushels  of  wheat,  and  similarly 
the  flour  exports  of  1900  amounted  to  84,146,373  bushels  of  wheat. 
In  1901  the  combined  shipments  of  wheat  and  wheat  flour  were 
equivalent  to  215,990,073  bushels  of  grain,  as  compared  with  only 
186,096,762  bushels  in  1900.  There  was  a  gain  in  quantity  of 
29,893,311  bushels.  The  combined  value  of  the  wheat  and  wheat-flour 
exports,  which  amounted  to  $140,997,966  for  1900  and  $166,231,039 
for  1901,  showed  an  increase  of  $25,233,073. 

Indian  corn. — Ln  the  exportation  of  Indian  corn  the  past  year  wit- 
nessed a  considerable  falling  off  from  the  record-breaking  figures  of 
1900.    The  1901  exports  amounted  to  only  177,817,965  bushels,  worth 
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$82,527,983,  as  against  209,34K,2*4  bushels,  worth  *s:>.:>u6,400,  for  the 
year  before.  The  quantity  exported  showed  a  decline  of  31,530,319 
bushels,  while  in  value  there  was  a  loss  of  $2,678,417.  A  decided 
advance  in  the  average  export  price,  which  rose  during  the  two  years 
from  40.7  cents  to  46.4  cents  per  bushel,  made  the  decrease  in  value 
much  less  marked  than  that  in  quantity. 

Oats. — Our  exports  of  oats  in  1901  were  smaller  by  4,222,603 
bushels  than  in  the  year  before,  the  amount  shipped  dropping  from 
41,369,415  bushels  to  37,146,812  bushels.  This  falling  off  in  quantity 
was  accompanied  by  a  decline  from  $12,504,654  to  $11,765,330  in 
value,  making  a  loss  of  $739,324.  In  the  annual  export  price  a  rather 
marked  advance  occurred,  the  average  for  1901  being  31.7  cents  per 
bushel,  as  compared  with  only  30.2  cents  per  bushel  for  1900. 

Barley. — Contrasted  with  the  exceptionally  large  exports  recorded 
for  1900,  our  shipments  of  barley  during  1901  showed  a  very  decided 
falling  off,  the  quantity  exported  declining  from  23,661,662  bushels  in 
the  former  }Tear,  to  6,293,207  bushels  in  the  latter,  while  the  value  fell 
from  $11,216,694  to  $2,883,565.  The  decrease  in  quantity  amounted 
to  17,368,455  bushels  and  that  in  value  to  $8,333,129.  In  1900  the 
annual  export  price  averaged  47.4  cents  per  bushel,  but  in  1901  it 
dropped  to  45.8  cents  per  bushel. 

Rye. — Following  the  marked  decline  of  our  rye  exports  in  1900  a 
still  further  decrease  occurred  during  1901,  the  shipments  of  this  cereal 
falling  from  2,355,792  bushels,  worth  $1,442,055.  in  the  former  year 
to  2,326,882  bushels,  worth  $1,321,979,  in  the  latter.  In  quantity 
there  was  a  loss  of  28,910  bushels  and  in  value  one  of  $120,076.  The 
annual  export  price  averaged  56.8  cents  for  1901,  as  compared  with 
61.2  cents  for  1900. 

.MEAT  PRODUCTS. 

Measured  in  value,  our  exports  of  meat  products  during  1901  were 
decidedly  the  largest  ever  recorded,  the  shipments  under  this  head 
having  a  total  valuation  of  $186,106,037.  In  comparison  with  the 
exceptionally  high  figures  for  1900,  amounting  to  $173,751,471,  there 
was  a  gain  of  $12,354,566.  A  considerable  part  of  the  increased  value 
was  traceable  to  the  class  of  exports  comprised  under  the  term  hog 
products,  this  group  showing  for  1901  an  advance  of  $7,802,086  over 
the  record  for  the  year  preceding.  In  1901  our  exports  of  hog  prod- 
ucts were  valued  at  $119,961,503,  while  in  L900  they  were  worth  only 
$112,159,417,  Notwithstanding  this  gain  in  value,  which  is-  chiefly 
accounted  for  by  a  general  advance  in  price,  there  was  a  considerable 
falling  off  in  the  quantity  of  hog  products  exported.  The  shipments 
for  1901  amounted  to  only  1,462,369,849  pounds,  as  against  1,538,024,466 
pounds  for  1900,  a  decrease  of  75,654,617  pounds.  A  decline  in  the 
exportation  of  bacon  contributed  largely  to  this  loss,  lard  being  the 
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only  other  hog  product  that  showed  a  falling  off  in  quantity.  The 
exports  of  hams  and  of  salted  or  pickled  pork,  which,  after  lard  and 
bacon,  are  the  principal  items  under  this  head,  both  exhibited  a  con- 
siderable gain. 

In  the  case  of  beef  products,  the  quantity  exported  during  1901 
was  15,173,685  pounds  larger  than  in  the  year  before  and  the  value 
$2,054,912  greater.  The  shipments  for  1901  were  recorded  at  538,- 
462,660  pounds,  worth  $44,225,319,  as  compared  with  523,288,975 
pounds,  worth  $42,170,407,  for  1900.  Fresh  beef,  which  formed 
decidedly  the  largest  item  in  this  class  of  exports,  was  the  principal 
factor  in  the  gain. 

Oleo  oil  was  another  item  of  considerable  importance  among  the 
meat  products  sent  to  foreign  markets  in  1901.  The  shipments  of  this 
article  have  been  growing  quite  rapidly  during  the  past  few  years,  and 
according  to  the  records  for  1901  a  still  further  increase  occurred. 

Lard. — Of  lard,  611,357,514  pounds  were  exported  during  1901,  the 
value  being  $46,560,148.  Compared  with  the  figures  for  1900,  when 
exports  amounting  to  661,813,6t>3  pounds  and  worth  $41,939,164  were 
recorded,  the  shipments  for  1901  disclosed  a  falling  off  of  50,456,149 
pounds  in  quantity  accompanied  by  a  gain  of  $4,620,984  in  value. 
The  decided  gain  in  value,  notwithstanding  a  decrease  in  quantity,  is 
explained  b}^  an  advance  from  6.3  cents  to  7.6  cents  per  pound  in  the 
average  annual  import  price. 

Bacon. — The  decline  in  our  bacon  exports  was  a  marked  one. 
During  1901  only  456,122,741  pounds  were  sent  abroad,  as  against 
512,153,729  pounds  in  1900.  The  loss  in  quantity  amounted  to  56,030,988 
pounds.  In  the  average  annual  export  price  there  was  an  advance 
during  the  two  years  from  7.6  cents  to  8.2  cents  per  pound,  and  con- 
sequently the  decrease  in  value  was  comparatively  small,  amounting 
to  only  $1,476,889.  The  exports  for  1900  were  worth  $38,975,915  and 
those- for  1901  $37,499,026. 

Hams. — In  the  exportation  of  hams  there  was  an  increase  from 
196,414,412  pounds,  valued  at  $20,416,367,  during  1900,  to  216,571,803 
pounds,  valued  at  $22,842,778,  during  1901.  The  shipments  of  the  lat- 
ter year  were  larger  in  quantity  by  20,157,391  pounds,  and  in  value  by 
$2,426,411,  than  those  of  the  year  before.  In  1901  the  export  price 
averaged  10.5  cents  per  pound,  as  compared  with  10.4  cents  per  pound 
in  1900. 

Salted  or  pickled  pork. — Salted  or  pickled  pork  was  shipped  in  1901 
to  the  extent  of  138,643,611  pounds,  or  5,443,928  pounds  in  excess 
of  the  exports  of  the  year  before,  which  amounted  to  133,199,683 
pounds.  The  export  value  increased  during  the  two  years  from 
$8,243,797  to  $9,926,633,  a  gain  of  $1,682,836.  In  the  average  annual 
export  price  there  was  an  advance  from  6.2  cents  to  7.2  cents  per 
pound.

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Fresh  beef. — Our  exports  of  fresh  beef  for  1901  amounted  to  351,- 
748,333  pounds,  worth  §31,851,361.  while  in  1900  only  329,078,609 
pounds,  worth  829,643,830,  were  exported.  The  size  of  the  shipments 
was  increased  22,669,724  pounds  and  their  value  $2,207,531.  A  slight 
advance  occurred  in  the  annual  export  price,  which  averaged  9.1  cents 
per  pound  for  1901,  as  compared  with  9  cents  per  pound  for  1900. 

Oleo  oil. — During  1901  we  exported  161,651,413  pounds  of  oleo  oil, 
valued  at  $11,846,373.  Compared  with  the  record  for  1900,  when 
146,739,681  pounds,  worth  $10,503,856,  were  shipped,  these  figures 
show  an  increase  of  14,911,732  pounds  in  quantity  and  $1,342,517  in 
value.  The  average  annual  export  price  rose  during  the  two  years 
from  7.2  cents  to  7.3  cents  per  pound. 

LIVE  ANIMALS. 

Our  export  trade  in  livestock  showed  a  marked  development  during 
1901,  the  shipments  for  that  year  reaching  the  exceptionally  high 
value  of  $52,058,876,  or  $8,473,845  in  excess  of  the  figures  for  1900, 
which  were  recorded  at  $43,585,031. 

Cattle. — In  the  exportation  of  cattle  there  was  a  gain  of  61,932 
head  over  the  shipments  of  the  year  before,  accompanied  by  an  increase 
of  $6,931,827  in  value.  The  export  record  for  1901  was  459,218  head, 
worth  $37,566,980,  as  compared  with  397,286  head,  worth  $30,635,153, 
for  1900.  In  the  average  annual  export  price  there  was  an  advance 
during  the  two  }^ears  from  $77.11  to  $81.81  per  head. 

Horses. — According  to  the  export  returns  for  1901  we  shipped  to 
foreign  countries  during  that  year  82,250  horses,  their  total  value 
amounting  to  $8,873,845,  while  the  number  shipped  in  1900  was  only 
64,722,  with  a  value  of  $7,612,616.  The  exports  for  1901  exceeded 
those  of  the  year  before  b}7  17,528  in  number  and  $1,261,229  in  value. 
The  average  annual  export  price  dropped  during  the  two  years  from 
$117.62  to  $107.89  per  head. 

TOBACCO. 

Tobacco  in  its  unmanufactured  forms,  including  stems  and  trim- 
mings, was  exported  during  1901  to  the  value  of  $27. »'••'>»>. 475.  When 
compared  with  the  shipments  for  1900,  which  were  worth  $29,422,371, 
these  figures  show  a  falling  off  of  $1,765,896. 

Leaf  tobacco. — Of  leaf  tobacco,  which  was  the  principal  item  under 
this  head,  we  exported  during  1901  306,900,934  pounds,  the  value  being 
$27,475,466.  The  shipments  for  1900,  which  amounted  to  334,604,210 
pounds  and  had  a  value  of  $29,163,086,  were  27,703,276  pounds  larger 
and  $1,687,620  more  valuable  than  those  of  the  succeeding  year.  The 
export  price  of  leaf  tobacco  averaged  8.7  cents  per  pound  for  1900  and 
9  cents  per  pound  for  1901. 
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VEGETABLE  OILS. 

In  the  exportation  of  vegetable  oils  an  important  gain  was  made 
during  1901,  the  shipments  for  that  year  reaching  a  total  value  of 
$19,035,686.  The  increase  over  the  figures  for  1900,  when  exports 
worth  $16,345,056  were  recorded,  amounted  to  $2,690,630. 

Cotton- seed  oil. — Cotton-seed  oil  contributed  largely  to  the  increase, 
the  exports  of  this  product  for  1901  having  a  value  of  $16,511,321,  and 
amounting  in  quantity  to  19,356,711  gallons,  whereas  the  shipments 
for  1900  were  recorded  at  only  16,902,390  gallons,  worth  $11,127,538. 
The  gain  in  quantity  amounted  to  2,154,351  gallons  and  that  in  value 
to  $2,113,783.  There  was  a  considerable  advance  in  the  export  price, 
the  average  for  1901  being  33.5  cents  per  gallon,  as  compared  with 
30.1  cents  per  gallon  for  1900. 

OIL  CAKE  AND  OIL-CAKE  MEAL. 

Our  exports  of  oil  cake  and  oil-cake  meal  during  1901  were  the 
largest  on  record,  amounting  to  1,726,515,386  pounds.  Compared  with 
the  exports  for  1900,  which  were  recorded  at  1,631,723,300  pounds, 
being  the  heaviest  prior  to  1901,  the  shipments  for  the  latter  year 
showed  a  gain  of  91,822,086  pounds.  The  value  rose  from  $16,806,302 
in  1900  to  $18,723,672  in  1901,  an  increase  of  $1,917,370.  In  the  aver- 
age annual  export  price  there  was  an  advance  during  the  two  years 
from  1  cent  to  1.1  cents  per  pound. 

FRUITS  AND  NUTS. 

According  to  the  export  record  for  fruits  and  nuts  there  was  a  slight 
falling  off  in  1901  as  compared  with  1900,  the  total  value  of  the  ship- 
ments declining  during  the  two  years  from  $11,612,662  to  $10,826,651, 
a  loss  of  $816,011.  Fruits,  which  comprised  the  chief  part  of  this 
item,  were  exported  in  1901  to  the  value  of  $10,607,908,  while  in  1900 
a  value  of  $11,186,172  was  recorded.  A  comparison  of  these  figures 
shows  a  decline  of  $878,261.  Canned  fruits  and  dried  apples  were  the 
principal  factors  in  this  falling  off.  In  the  case  of  fresh  apples,  on 
the  other  hand,  there  was  a  considerable  increase. 

DAIRY  PRODUCTS. 

Our  exports  of  dairy  products  during  1901  amounted  in  value  to 
$9,103,722,  showing  an  increase  of  $177,202  over  the  figures  for  1900, 
which  were  recorded  at  $9,226,520. 

Butter. — A  considerable  growth  occurred  in  the  export  butter  trade, 
the  shipments  of  this  product  increasing  from  18,266,371  pounds, 
worth  $3,113,509,  in  1900  to  23,213,526  pounds,  worth  $1,011,905,  in 
1901.  There  was  a  gain  of  4,977,155  pounds  in  quantity  and  $871,396 
in  value.  The  export  price  averaged  17.2  cents  per  pound  for  1900 
and  17.3  cents  per  pound  for  1901. 
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Cheese. — Accompanying  the  increased  shipments  of  butter  there 
was  a  decline  in  the  exportation  of  cheese.  The  quantity  of  cheese 
sent  abroad  in  1901  was  only  39,813,517  pounds,  as  against  1:8,419,353 
pounds  in  1900,  a  falling  oft'  of  8,605,836  pounds.  In  value  the  ex- 
ports declined  during  the  two  years  from  $4,9-13,609  to  $3,950,999,  a 
loss  of  $992,610.  The  average  annual  export  price  dropped  from 
10.2  cents  to  9.9  cents  per  pound. 


In  the  exportation  of  seeds  from  the  United  States  there  was  a  con- 
siderable falling  off  during  1901,  the  value  of  the  shipments  for  that 
year  amounting  to  only  $6,384,815,  or  $652,167  less  than  the  value 
for  1900,  which  was  recorded  at  $7,036,982.  While  the  exports  of 
cotton  seed  and  of  flaxseed  increased  somewhat  in  value  during  the 
two  years,  the  gains  in  these  items  were  more  than  offset  by  a  decided 
falling  off  in  the  shipments  of  grass  seed.
